Although 
the average Italian peasant is compara- 
tively undersized, he is muscular, hardy, 
and fit for the performance of heavy 
manual labor. His healthful appearance 
ils often marked by a skin tanned by 
exposure to the sun. 

The Italian has been accustomed, in 
most cases, to eat. the simplest food, 
chiefly fruit and greens; he is Sober, but 
almost always in Italy drinks wine in 
moderation. The Italian, when in a po- 
sition to lay aside money, generally does 
so.

are steady workers of good morals, con- 
servative in political respect, and in 
every way a desirable class of emi- 
grants.

In my humble opinion I beg to sug- 
gest that as far as the state of Georgia 
is concerned, a congress be called by 
the chamber of commerce, to be held 
in the capital city of Georgia, one rep- 
resentative of every chamber of com- 
merce of every city of this .state, every 
railroad that enters the HEmpire State, 
every corporation whose interest ard 
foundation of existence is in this state, 
by all the people. This congress should 
appoint a commission, the smaller in 
number the better, to represent the more 
important branches of our industrial de- 
velopment already existing in this state, 
This commission, after being provided 
with the sinews of war, ‘“‘money’”’ in 
plenty, shall find agents to represent 
them and proceed to the camp whence 
this influx of immigration starts, and 
there present to them, forcefully, - hon- 
estly and with a view of mutual benefit, 
the natural resources, climate, the un- 
limited pdBsibilities that our great em- 
pire state of Georgia offers to willing 
hands and intelligent mi§gds, that those 
immigrants are sure to find, if they come 


to Georgia and to share them with us |
